It is six inches in
length, tour and a half inches in breadth across
the centre, and three and a half inches thick.
It Is shaped like a wedge rounded at one end
and tapering to an ede on the other; and has
a hole two inches iu diameter, evidently in
tended for a handle, bored quite through the
centre of the blocK. It weighs six and a half
pounus, ana there is little doubt that it was
constructed more than a thousand years ago.
